Taxpayers who. feel the pinch 
of rising government costs should 
resist pressures for additional 
government services, Michael J. 
Howlett, state Auditor of Public 
Accounts said Wednesday. 

Addressing a "Forward Lunch- 
eon" of the Waukegan-North Chi- 
cago Chamber of Commerce at 
621 Bclvidorc . St., Waukcgan, 
Howlett said control of expendi- 
tures, rather than increased rev* 
eriucs, is the key to sound govern- 
ment finance, 

"Slate legislatures this year 
have set a new record for raising 
taxes," said Howlett. /'Accord- 
ing to the Tax Foundation, 34 
legislatures already have raised 
taxes $2,8 billion, and there is 
legislation pending in some states 
which could Jack it up another 
$850- million. 

"Of all the states which arc 
raising taxes, Illinois is raising 
them the most, with Increases 
totaling $826 million, according 
to the Foundation figures. 1 be- 
lieve their figures are conserva- 
tive with respect to Illinois. 

"We have just embarked upon 
the biggest taxing and spending 
program in Illinois history. 

"It is more important than 
over before to practice austerity 
in government, to be sure thai 
every dollar of the taxpayers' 
money is well spent. 

"The average citizen must rec- 
ognize that better government 
services cost more money— his 
money. Every time he demands 
■and gets improvements in the 
schools, -better -streets;- better- 
mental health care, he has to 
look forward to paying for it.

to those around them. (A busi- 
ness manager, meat al Jiealth edu- 
cator and several secretarial em- 
ployees complete the staff. • 

As well as offering direct ser- 
vices to individuals and their fam- 
ilies, the. Center is available; for, 
consultation to members of allied 
professions— for example, school 
counselors, practicing physicians, 
ministers and workers in -other 
agencies. 

All members of the clinical staff 
participate in diagnosis, treat- 
ment, aftercare and consultation, 
but the social workers have par- 
ticular responsibility for intake— 
the process that begins with the 
first inquiry and continues either 
until the case is assigned, for 
treatment or until it is closed fol- 
lowing intake. A case may ■ be 
closed after the intake process^ 
for any one of several reasons: 
sometimes treatment is unneces- 
sary, sometimes . a different 
source of help is more appropri- 
ate than the Center, and some-' 
times the applicant himself is 
not- ready to follow the staff's rec- 
commendation. 

1 When- a person telephones, the 
Center for an appointment or for 
information, he speaks first to a 
social worker, who will discuss 
with him the problem that 
prompted the call.

Tiiree members of the Lake 
County . Board of Supervisors 
were present Thursday; Oct. 2, 
in Chicago when' Governor Rich- 
ard Ogilyie signed several House 
bills affecting county govern- 
ment. 

The new law requires county 
boards under township organiza 
tlon, such as Lake County, with 
less than 3,000,000 residents to 
reapportion by July 1, 1971, and 
each 10 years thereafter. It fur- 
ther provides for a. county re- 
apportionment commission to act 
if the board fails to remap. 

* Under the law, counties affect- 
ed may have between five and 
twenty-nine member boards, 
elected at large or by districts; 
members must be • elected' at- 
large if the board and commis- 
sion both fall to agree on dls. 
tricts, 

* It stipulates that districts be of 
the same population,- with one 
board member elected from each 
district, and- permits a' county 
Board to provide for the elec- 
tion of the board chairman by 
voters of- the county.

R o b e r t . ' W. Depke, Super- 
visor Joseph Welch- of Cuba 
Township, currently serving as 
president of the Township Offi- 
cials Assn. of Illinois; and Super- 
visor Bruce Frost of Depriield 
Township, chairman 'of the 
board's Taxation and Elections 
Committee who was one of the 
originators of the weighted vote 
proposal in the county.
